Call to Reason 

'T'HERE HAS BEEN a serious decline in the stan- 
■“■ dards of international ethics and morality, with 
states relying increasingly on force and violence as a 
means of resolving their differences. This is the view 
of Mr. U Thant, secretary-general of the United 
Nations. 

He warns, in his annual report. “If this trend is 
not reversed, and if the principles of non-intervention 
in the free destiny of nations is not re-established the I 
future of international peace and security itself is I 
indeed a very' dark one." 

Few men of perception would wish to argue to the 
contrary. 

Recently he had singled out the United States for 
particular mention as an offender, and he seemed to 
suggest that responsibility for failure to reach a 
settlement in the Vietnam area was mainly due to the 
fact that Washington had not called a halt In its air 
bombardment. 

This, naturally enough, aroused resentment In 
Washington, because President Lyndon Johnson had 
very drastically restricted the air war. looking in vain 
tor a de-escalation response from the North. 

But now the secretary-general has added Soviet 
Russia to his list of delinquents who pursue “the 
outmoded but dangerous tactic erf trying to cope with 
the problems of the ‘60s by the strong-arm methods 
common to the *305." 

As long as he is playing no favorites he might 
have named a few others: Israel and the Arab states, 
India and Pakistan. China in Tibet and the Himalayan 
country, the North Koreans and North Vietnam. It 
might be quicker to name the new African nations 
which haw not resorted to violence than to sort out 
their opposites. Nor are there so many countries In the 
*-orld where protest does not take the form of 
lawlessness and riot. 

Civil disorder, while not directly attributable to 
the too-ready’ use of arms on the international scene, 
is nevertheless encouraged by it. If wars here and 
there are not responsibile for riots even in countries 
not directly engaged, they do create an atmosphere 
which encourages the extremist and the anarchist who 
fc prepared to throw his weight on the side of the 
forces of destruction. 

A nation, however strong, preoccupied with war, 
however far afield, invites domestic pressures, 
particularly where there are large depressed minori¬ 
ties and cadres of Ideological resistance. 

If the nations are to pursue those goals 
recommended on the grounds of compassion and 
benevolence — in fact, on commonsense — they must 
be free to concentrate their energies on more useful 
things than weapons of destruction. It is so obvious it 
■eems hardly worth mentioning. And yet the self- 
seekers continue to block the way. 

As a step in the right direction, Mr. U Thant has 
suggested an immediate meeting of Soviet Russia, the 
United States, Great Britain and France to discuss the 
world’s problems. 

“I fed that some such Initiative is needed at the 
present time to counteract the serious setback to the 
detente in East-West relations," he said. 

From Russia: no comment. From the United 
States and Britain: reservations. Only France reacted 
In favor. 

In days to come, when the suggestion has been 
digested, perhaps there will be a change in attitudes. 
But at the moment Mr. U Thant’s seems to be the only 
possible view of affairs: from dim to dismal. 


Precious Time 

W/HEN PRIME MINISTER Pierre Trudeau rocked 
^ the Opposition with announcement of a proposed 
new system of cabinet attendance at Commons 
question periods, it was the arrogance of the 
government decision that evoked the most instant 
criticism in the House. Both Opposition leader Robert 
Stanfield and the NDP authority on parliamentary 
procedure, Mr. Stanley Knowles, protested that the 
change should have been referred to the committee 
established to consider new rules. Instead of being 
simply announced by the government. 

But there is more to object to than this in the 
system Mr. Trudeau says will be tried. The understood 
rule has been that all ministers available appear at the 
daily question period, to answer oral enquiries in the 
fields for which they are responsible.

It said these unnamed 
'•enemies o f normalization 
(were) falsely defining the 
slogan of national unity" the 
phrase which Czechoslovak 
party leader Alexander 
Dubcek has usdd to reconcile 
Czechoslovaks to the Moscow 
agreement. 

Izvestia printed a king 
commentary which said the 
"bourgeois Ideas of pure 
democracy and fr ee dom of 
the press" must always be 
pt* in the "class" perspective 
as Mane and Lenin had 
directed. 


In fact. North Vietnam so 
far has been pursuing a 
carefully plotted course In an 
effort to be friends with both 
China and the Soviet Union 
and has been careful not to 
antagonize either. 

Ideologically, North Viet¬ 
nam has been known to be 
more sympathetic to Moscow 
than to Peking’s line, espe¬ 
cially since the so-called cul¬ 
tural revolution began to 
dominate Peking's policies. 

Nevertheless, North Viet¬ 
nam has played up to both 
Peking and Moscow, mindful 
of its dependence on their 
supplies and of the fact that 
China is its immediate neigh¬ 
bor. 

What has Induced Hanot to 
come out publicly on the.side 
of Moscow in toe contro¬ 
versial Czechoslovak conflict 
Is not yet known. Them was 
speculation the Kremlin put 
pressure on Hanoi, as It tried 
to pressure other Communist 
parties — though with less 
success — In an effort to win 
wide backing for Its military 
intervention. 

Nor is there any immediate 
indication whether and to 
what extent Peking will re¬ 
taliate by slowing down sup¬ 
plies and interfering with the 
transit of Soviet arms deliv¬ 
eries through Chinese terri¬ 
tory.

U.S. May Lose 
Spanish Bases

Officials here have conceded 
that the U.S. faces the distinct 
possibility it may have to move 
the military bases it has in 
Spain early in 1970. 

The possibility arose when 
the two countries failed jJj 
reach agreement to extend the 
bases contract for five years 
during two weeks of talks here. 

At the end of the Intensive 
negotiations, Spanish Foreign 
Minister Castiella served 
notice that the current accord 
would expire March 26, 1969, 


unless new negotiations ooirid 
reach an agreement. 

Failing a new agreement, 
the U.S. would have Just a 
year to dismantle its bases in 
Spain after that date. 

U.S. officials said the key 
obstacle to agreement was the 
costly list of military equip¬ 
ment that Spain demanded 
and the great difference be¬ 
tween what Spain wanted and 
what the U.S. was willing to 
give. 

The United States has air 
bases at Torre Jon, Sargosa 
and Moron and a naval base 
at Rota.

the UN Commission for the 
Unification and Rehabilitation 
of Korea. 

The commission was «et up 
In 1950 to "represent toe UN 
In bringing about the estab¬ 
lishment of a unified. Inde¬ 
pendent and democratic gov¬ 


ernment of all Korea," and 
has remained on duty since 
the Korean armistice of July 
97, 1951 

♦ * * 

Yakov Malik of the Soviet 
Union said the commission 
only masks foreign — mean¬ 
ing U.S. — intervention in 
South Korea. Communist and 
some other states wanted tt 
dissolved and foreign forces 
withdrawn. 

William Buffum of the U.S. 
said he was amazed at the 
temerity of a country that 
invaded Czechoslovakia using 
a word such as “Interven¬ 
tion." 


UN Votes to Check Israel

The UN Security Council voted 124) with 
three abstentions Friday to send a special 
representative to investigate alleged mistreat¬ 
ment of Arab civilians under Israeli occupa¬ 
tion. 

However, Israel warned the mission would 
be a failure unless a similar investigation fa 
held Intc the conditions of how Jewish minori¬ 
ties are living In Arab nations. 

Secretary-Generay Thant told the council 
after the vote a special representative “can 
be on his way with minimum of delay once 
there Is agfcrance that he will have the as¬ 


sistance and co-opentim Indfapensahie to the 
fulfilment of his mission." 

The abstaining countries In the vote were 
the United States, Canada and Denmark. 

The vote was on a draft resolution spon¬ 
sored by Pakistan and Senegal which asked 
Thant to “urgently dispatch” a special rep¬ 
resentative to investigate Arab charges that 
Arabs living in Israeli-occupied areas were 
being mistreated. The resolution also calls on 
Israel to receive the special representative 
and cooperate with his investigation. 

Israeli delegation sources said privately 
that Israel would ignore the resolution. 


Buffum said the U.S. fa not 
occupying South Korea but fa 
there at the express invitation 
of the Seoul government. 

And he said he understood a 
story going around Moscow fa 
that the several hundred 
thousand Warsaw pact troops 
were In Czechoslovakia "look¬ 
ing for the person who had 
invited them.”

Buffum said U.S. troopa 
were not occupying public 
buildings and offices of the 
Information media in Korea,

He said that in order to ah | 
teviate the suffering of starva¬ 
tion and drowning the govern¬ 
ment will declare an open ae«- 
son on moose in the area.

"There’s only one authenti¬ 
cated case in history of a 
child being killed by a 
cougar.” said chief off live- 
stock management Glen 
Smith.

“What we've tried to do Is 
to improve relations between 
the two countries. As for 


normal relations, it will be a 
long process and depends on 
many things." 

Lam has been in Paris for 
the past five weeks as official 
observer at the Hanta-Wash- 
ingtvm "official conversa¬ 
tions.”

"The servicing of building 
lots w.th sewer and water 
facilities is currently required 
by municipalities and also' by 
Centra!

The reasons for this are 
obvious but the high cost of 
this requirement is one of 
many factors putting the cost 
of housing out of buying range 
of many Canadians." 

“Research is under way to 
provide less costly facilities 
but CAC feels ttv-t this re¬ 
search is not moving quickly 
enough nor is it widely pub¬ 
licized." 

CAC is "concern^ that low 
income consumers cannot af¬ 


ford to pay S700 over and 
above the actual cos; of a 
house. The 11 per cent federal 
sales tax oan add that much to 
the cost of a S12.WP house. 
This mean an increase in the 
down - payment requirement 
and an increase in monthly 
mortgage payments.

Begonias Hardy Lot 


By M. V. CHESMT 

Last spring, wjien I was writing 
about the camellia, I mentioned the 
strange fact that (or many years it was 
belies ed this delightful shrub could be 
grown only in a greenhouse; its 
inherent hardiness was not discovered 
untH around the turn at the century. 

The tuberous begonia has a some- 
wl»at similar history. At one time, 
nobody dared grow the thing outdoors, 
and even as a hnusrpiant ft had the 
reputation of being fussy, difficult 
and unpredictable. Even today, the plant 
isn't easy to grow rewfly well tn the 
living room of the average overheated 
home. 

We know now that begoniu do much 
better outdoors than In; cur summers, 
with our moderate temperatures and 
cool nights, seem to suit tfiern perfectly, 
■nd far from bring dMftoult plants, tf*y 
prac deafly grow themselves. 


I have never had the slightest 
tnutde from bugs on begonias. A touch 
ttf mildew has shown up on (he leaves 
from time to time, but an anti-mildew 
rose spray soon put this right. Actusfly. 
•tout toe only fussy part of begonia 
culture Ilea in bringing the dormant 
tubers safely through the winter. 


The first and most important factor in 
storing begonia bulbs is to kill off .the 
topgrowth very alowiy and gradually; 
most failures can be traced either to 
the sudden death overnight from frost 
or to tlie brutal amputation of still¬ 
living topgrowth. 


When begmias are grown In pots, 
either <«tdiwrs or under glass, it is best 
to give them the same “wcarang” 
treatment as tor gloxinias. In the fail, 
tlie plant is dried of! gradually by 
reducing toe amount and frequency of 
watering until the leaves drop. No more 
water is given, but the tops are not cut 
down until the fleshy atetns are quite 
dry and withered, when they fall away 
from the tuber* at a touch. Hie bulbs 
are best stored in their pots of soil In a 
cool place — much cooler than Ibc 
gtoxfolas — at a temperature of 45 to SO 
degrees. 

When *>e plants are growing In 
outdoor beds, planters nr hanging 
baskets. It is best to take them up while 
the toflage is stfli green and functioning. 
Dig up with a good bell of sn8 around 
the root* and replant in shaft** boxes 
or teed flats, storing these tn the 
basement, ideally with a title light 
from a cellar witatow. No water la 


given, and as the sod dries out, th# 
leaves fall and the tops die slowly from 
drought. >ct as tfvey tto in nature at the 
end of the topical rainy season. This 
takes quite a time, lor toe thick, sappy 
stems contain a lot of moisture. 

Immediately after boxing up. TfW a 
good Idea to treat he plants with soma 
*H*purpoae garden spray or dust to 
dean up ary pests, blights, rot or 
mildew organisms , that might be 
present. 

* * * 

As with the potted begonias, the tap* 
will Ml away at a touch when they are 
q»a» dry and withered, leaving only a 
very small scar an the surface of the 
tuber; It is moat important to waft for 
this stage, as the forcible removal or 
(he oU stems la • common mm at 
trouble. At IhJa point, toe bulfaa are 
cleaned <*> and moved Into cool winter 
storage. 

Brush off any renMnln g aoll, gtva 
the txtibe another precautionary a p— y - 
Ing or dusting, then bury them in a 
carton of peat moss or vermlruble. 
Store In a very cool place, ideafly 
around 45 degrees, tor toe biflbs have a 
rather toart dormant period in nature 
and. If the storage temperature I* ton 
high, they wffl start sprouting at an 
embarrassingly eaity date.
